Counselors 


The  1992-93  school  year  began  with  some  diffi- 
culties not  faced  for  a  while  in  this  department.  The 
school  class-schedule  had  been  changed  from  a  seven 
period  day  to  an  eight  period  day.  Counselors  found 
themselves  faced  with  finding  another  class  for  many 
students.  Mini  classes  were  dropped,  and  many  stu- 
dents had  scheduling  conflicts. 

The  department  once  again  shifted  personnel  in  the 
Guidance  Director's  position.  Mr.  Bob  Berry,  former 
Director  of  Guidance,  became  acting  Vice  Principal, 
and  Mr.  David  Smartz  then  became  acting  Director 
of  Guidance. 

The  department  continued  to  work  on  improved  at- 
tendance, offering  rewards  when  they  were  available 
to  those  with  perfect  attendance.  The  department 
worked  with  the  mentor  program  to  aid  student  ac- 
ademics and  with  the  Student  Assistance  Program  to 
help  those  with  special  problems.
